Our Admi- 
rall was then with his Guard about Dung- 
bilneſs, They were. re-ſaluted. The two 
Captainscame a-board, with (as may be 
conceived) alye in their mouths: Their

requeſt was,to come in-and waterat Deal, 
under. pretence. they were forced from 
their Anchors,by foul weather, from their 
own Road,ſo that they came away unpro- 
vided. Major Boarn asked them, V Vhe- 
ther they would ſtrike their Flags; for 
they were then up where they were. They 
replyed , They had Order te ſtrike tono 
” ou Mayor Bourn replyed ;. Nei- 
ther had he any Order to. give them 
leave to come in to water. I hiswas the ſa-:

tainment with a al, of V'Vine, therwo 
Dutch Captains departed to the Ships. 
and at their going out of the Downs, gave 
another fair Salute, which was an{wered 
wich,che like Civilie. So, the Durc 
Fleers atichored berween the Lighthouſe 
and Dover Caſtle that IUAGIS next day 
about on&or two of the clock in the after- 
noon , Cn the mean time there was'[ntel- 
ligence went between Generall Blake,and 
- p YEH) > SL FLAG + Major 
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Majer Bown)and - BH by the event, 
the Reſolution was, That our two Squa- 
drons (ſhould meet, ſo.ſoen as V Vind and 
Tide would givethenilleave;forthe wind 
was contrary to Gen; Blake, being Nor- 
therly,ſo that he was fainto waitthe I1de. 
which was about one oritwo of the clock: 
and the wind fitted Major Bourn., So ſoon 
as they weighed their Anchors,and hoiſed 
faile., the-Hollander did the like, they ly- 
ing between our two Squadrons, and ob- 
ſervingtheir motion:/At firſt, we by cheir 
failing, thought they had made home- 
ward, without any intention to fight, for 
they were gone near half Seas over. ,-be- 
eween us and Cals,and by the way receiv - 
ed an addition of Ships,as we could plain- 
ly diſcover:But on a ſudden ,a VNarning- 
Piece being ſhot off, they all tackeabourt, 
and made for our Coaſts ſomewhat : bur 
for the moſt part, kept themſelyes near the 
middle ofthe Channell South-ward, as if 
bound

bound thatwayes axjainſt Dover.Qur.twe 
Squadrons being ſomwhat near together, 
they allo drew near» Andthe Dutch Ad- 
miral, before thereſtof his Fleet,with one 
Friggort, bore up to our Admirall,with the 
Flag up : Our Admirall thotto have 
him ſtrike ; this he did twice: And then 
they to their broad fides, Pell Mell,with 
as much force as any Sea-Fight hath been 
managed fince 88. The" Fight began a- 
bout fix 1n the afternoon,and held rill be- 
eweenmneand tefftheDutch Admiral be- 
ing extreamly beaten, ſo 'that he was fain 
tolye upon the Lees, and camelictle in 
Play. after the” firft 'fierce Encounter. 
Our--men. went/'on with. much refo- 
lution , - and Performance , as you 
EQ; (1magine men to do. The Lord 
CAVE 27 Courage beyond meaſure: 
many Voluntters offered themſelves from 
Dover, and Deal, and did: very good 
Service; about fifty men-camefrom Sand- 
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w:tch;but alitle toe late; addthis to letyon 
Nee how the {pirits of the Engliſh are rail- 
ed up azainſtthe Datch,thonughthe num- 
ber of their Ships were double to ours, 
we having burtewenty four, whereoftwo 
of them being fire ſhips. that did no ſer- 
vice, and theirs about fifty. ; welaw atthe 
back of the ſands, which weſuppoſemighe 
be about 20. Sail, which ſome of Dover 
ſay, came in before the Fight was ended ; 
however pleaſed the Lord tohonour our 
Nation with this moſt incomparable Vi- 
Rory as great as any we have had,if.conſi- 
deredintſelf;and m theConſequences of 
it:Burto be ſhort, we ſunk one of the greae- 
eſt Ships, took another of }Fourtie 
Guns: | ſaw the Enſigne of 1t dt: chic 
ſtern of a Catch, ſent in by Generall 
Blakets the Major ofthe T +1, trailing 
them in the water, unde: ne Ehgh/h 
Coleurs: The reſt of the Hollanders 
Fleet being ( well ) beaten, ſilently in the 
Night 
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Night, withdrew Sbrs (C as vvas 
conceived. ) to. Callis; and ſince vvc have 
not ſeen them :Our Fleet ( I ſuppoſe.) by 
this time,may be near Dover-Road tore- 
freſh themſelves,and to take-care for their 
yvounded men: Yet this 15: a mercy not 
to be omitted., | that there 1s not a Cap- 
tain of the Fleethure, nor any Officer of 
Note ſlain: ']n our Admirall vvhich 
ſuſtained che greateſt Brunt in the Fight,
